BOGOTA Colombia (U PI) - A 
blaze that started ir a depart­ 
ment 
store's 
“ manger 
of the 
Christ child" erupted yesterday 
into the worst fire ir 
Bogota's 
history taking a toil that is ex­ 
pected to exceed IOO lives. 
Late 
last 
night 
98 
persons 
were known dead in the raging 
flames and choking smoke that, 
engulfed 
the 
Vida Department 
Store during the evening rush 
hour. Doctors feared that many 


more among 200 serU usly-burned 
or half-asphyxiated victims of the 
blaze wouid die. 


The1 pre-Christmas tragedy was 
compounded by a lack of rear 
doors of the department store, a 
lack of safety equipment and the 
m anager’s decision to lock the 
front 
doors 
as 
a 
precaution 
against looters — a move which 
trapped hundreds in the flaming 
building. 


Ironically, the name of the de­ 
partm ent store means “ life.” 


The fire startl'd at 5:215 p.m. A 
high fjre departm ent official told 
United Press International that it 
was caused by a short circuit in 
the colored lights that ornam ent­ 
ed a huge tableau of the Holy 
Family 
in 
the 
center 
of 
the 
store’s ground floor. 
The flames, fed by paper and 
straw in the simulated manger, 


spread to nearby counters piled 
with highly-inflammable plastic 
toys and gifts. 
In a m atter of seconds, the 
flames raced across the ground 
floor of the store in Bogota’s fash­ 
ionable 
7th 
Avenue, 
trapping 
scores of persons in the rear por­ 
tion of the building. 
By the time firemen reached 
the scene, only 2Vu minutes after 
the alarm sounded, the 
whole 


front of 
the 
building was 
in 
flames. The work of the firefight­ 
ers was hampered by rush-hour 
crowds milling around the build­ 
ing. 
Most of the dead were suffocat­ 
ed rather than burned. A fire of­ 
ficial said he found bodies piled 
20 deep against the rear wall of 
the ground floor where stamped­ 
ing crowds fought desperately in 
an effort to escape.
